Comments Mt. Richard Vani, an inspector with the KCRO, observed a small eight foot square burn pile consisting of plaster and two by four boards. The reported party denied conducting the 
burning and stated his sister, Evelyn, actually did the burning. Evelyn also denied starting the fire. Mr. Vani advised all parties not to burn and discussed the open burning regulations 
with them.

Info The complainant stated the reported party dumped used machine oil and mineral spirits into a crack in the concrete floor on the back corner of the east 
wall in Plant #2. The complainant also stated, to their knowledge, this has gone on for 20 years. The employees are being told to dump the machine 
oil and mineral spirits into the crack by Mr. Frank McClure, the Vice President of Newco Manufacturing. The complainant believes the reported party 
replaced the roof of Plant #1 approximately two weeks before the date of the complaint. The roofing material may have contained asbestos. The 
complainant also believes the material removed from the roof had been removed from the site. The complainant does not know the name of the roofing 
company that replaced the roof.

Comments Mr. Vani noted a previous investigation conducted on October 18, 2007, indicated the debris at 618 Spruce did not come from Mr. Joe Terry's building. Mr. Vani also spoke with the 

complainant's mother and Officer Clinton Leer. Mr. Vani advised all parties that open burning demolition debris is a violation of the state regulations. 

Comp. No. KC0811877 Comp. Info The complainant's uncle (the reported party) is demolishing commercial buildings and residential structures and burning the demolition debris 
(approximately five truck loads) on the complainant's property. A burn pile is visible from the road but back in a field that is not visible from the road is 
more demolition waste. The grass is very high so it may be difficult to get back to the pile. The most recent demolished building was located on 1st 
Street (across from the street from the grocery store). The building is still partially standing. This building used to be a restaurant and a flea market. 
The city, specifically Mr. Clinton Leer, a police officer among many other city roles, told some towns people it is okay to burn demolition debris.

Comments Mr. Vani met with Ms. Terry Devasher, the facility owner's wife. The haul roads were not adequately watered. Mr. Vani advised Ms. Devasher to do a better job watering. The haul road 

watering records indicated the facility conducted daily watering with a ready mix truck. Mr. Vani observed extra baghouse filters on-site, which is a requirement of their construction 
permit. Mr. Vani recommended they extend the load-out chute to prevent dusty conditions when loading trucks with ready mix. At the time of Mr. Vani's investigation, dust was not going 
beyond property boundaries. 

Comp. No. KC0811887 Comp. Info The complainant stated the reported party's property is very dusty. When complainant is out in his yard he tastes the dust and can see it on his 
clothes. The dust is a big problem when trucks are being loaded with ready mix. The complainant has contacted the department in the past, most 
recently was approximately three months ago. The complainant has never observed a water truck at the facility.

The tile has all been removed but the 
complainant believes some is still in the dumpster behind the building. There is black mastic under the bottom layer of tile. The complainant 
questioned the contractor about the project prior to the removal and the contractor allegedly broke a tile and stated their were no fibers so it was not 
asbestos. The project is located at the former C&R Store, which is now the Save-A-Lot in Macon.

Comments Mr. Don Kinkhorst, an inspector with the department's Northeast Regional Office (NERO), noted Mr. Jacob Cross, an inspector with the NERO's Solid Waste Unit, investigated the site on 
September 26, 2007. Mr. Cross contacted the Cole County Road and Bridge and requested they remove the siding from the roadside ditch. The Cole County Road and Bridge removed 
and disposed of the siding dumped in the roadside ditch. However, NERO staff have not determined the responsible party. Please refer to NE08179 for further details. 


Comp. No. NE08257 Comp. Info The complainant stated approximately one month prior to the complaint someone took asbestos siding and dumped it along the side of the road near 
McGirk. The complainant believes the contractor is responsible for dumping the waste. The complainant also believes the siding came from the back 
side of a house being remodeled on Highway 50.

David Nelson is the General Contractor for the demolition. On October 19, 2007, Mr. Kinkhorst went to the site and observed the partially burned/partially demolished building. Mr. 
Kinkhorst met with Mr. Willie Katlin, Katlin's Construction. Mr. Katlin conducted the demolition as a subcontractor for Mr. David Nelson. Mr. Katlin stated they observed three figures near 
the demolition waste when the fire occurred. Mr. Kinkhorst met with Mr. Eric Tarpein, the property owner. Mr. Tarpein stated he is the owner of the property but Mr. David Nelson is the 
owner of the building. Mr. Tarpein believes the Huffman Family who own the adjacent building started the fire as they are currently in a property dispute. Mr. Tarpein also stated an 
asbestos inspection and removal have been conducted at the building. Mr. Tarpein told Mr. Kinkhorst that Mr. Nelson is going to bring a truck with a grapple to load the waste from the 
building for disposal. Mr. Kinkhorst confirmed an asbestos inspection was conducted and a notification for demolition was submitted to the department's Air Pollution Control Program 
(APCP). At the time of Mr. Kinkhorst's inspection, no parties admitted to setting the fire at the building. The Knox County Sheriff and Mr. McAffee continued to investigate the fire and will 
report if they find a responsible party. The responsible party for the fire was not determined at the time of the inspection. 


Comp. No. NE08277 Comp. Info The complainant reported a commercial building was partially demolished in Knox City. At approximately 3:00 a.m. on October 17, 2007, the building 
waste caught on fire. The Knox County Sheriff responded to the fire. The complainant believes the property is owned by Mr. Eric Tarpein. The people 
conducting the demolition are living in a travel trailer across from the demolition site.

Comments Mr. Kinkhorst observed a new roof installed on half of a building on Frankfort Street in Novinger and on the residence located on Highway 149. Mr. Kinkhorst also observed 
demolition/construction waste dumped in a low area at the residence on Highway 149 and a burn pile containing construction waste directly behind the same residence. Mr. Kinkhorst 
was not able to gain access to the property.
